ICE CROP 6000 
BUT NOT HEAVY 


Harvest of Early Planting Is 
in Full Swing in 
Texas. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., Sept. 23.—The rice 
harvest is now in full swing and the 
early planting is being put into the 
stack. Threshing is not as yet fully in 
action, but there are a few rigs run- 
ning. In 10 days more all the threshers 
that will start this season will have 
started, and the work will go on until 
the crop is in the warehouse. The late 
planting will not be ready for the bind- 
er until about the middle of October, 
put there wil be no intermission, as the 
early planted grain will lap over into 
that of the late seeding. 

The quality of the early planting is 
very fine, which means that the lower 
grades, because being in lesser quan- 
tity, will be higher in price. This wiil 
particularly affect brewers’ grain. 

Some new crop which has been mar- 
keted this season has brought as much 
as $3.25 a barrel. This is considered a 
very good price, and one which will aot 
be likely to be improved on unless the 
late planting should blast. 


This blasting of the late rice is not an 
unexpected quantity, as the nights are 
already becoming cool, and that is what 
injures this grain. Nights that call for 
an extra quiit on the bed is the agency 
that puts late rice out of action. 

The domestic consumption is approx- 
imaiely 4,500,000 pockets of 100 pounds 
each. The estimated yield for this )ear 
is not over 4,000,000. This would leave a 
dificit of half a million pockets, not 
taking into consideration the expori 
shipments. This condition will raise 
the price of rice. In fact, has already 
done so. At $3.25 for prime goods there 
is a very fat take in it for the planxer, 
and next season will be very apt to see 
such a tremendous acreage in rice in- 
duced by this season's high prices (ha.

ACCEPTS HER OPPORTUNITY. 

“Miss Roosevelt, we are sure, had not 
the least intention to do as she did; 
but she is an American woman, and 
all other American women would do the 
same thing if they had the chance. 

“American young women, after two 
or three generations, afte overcome hy 
the idea of their greatness, if born rich, 
and become despotic mistresses of the 
life of their country.

They own several hundred 
acres of choice Grundy County land aid 
value their real estate at $100 per acre. 
They believed that corn raised from 
such land and other like it, need not bo 
sold at 14 cents per bushel, and their 
specuiation of 12 years ago proved that 
they are right. Most of the corn crib- 
bed in great quantities In this section 
in 13988 was sold three and four years 
afterwards at 30 and 35 cents a bushel. 

The Neesen corn was well cared for, 
did not rot or mould or rust and is 
now in fine condition.

“OUT OF THE WAY,” CHILDREN! 

A Chicago mother wishes not only to abolish 
schoo] vacations, but also to do away with Satur- 
day holidays. 

“What a boon it would be to nervous and over- 
worked mothers with a brood of restless children 
about on Saturdays if they were quietly in school,” 
she writes in support of the proposed change in the 
Chicago public school system. 

‘This case does not seem to be at all unique. As 
a plea for “nervous mothers,” it means that they 
cannot stand their own children about them at all. 
To relieve them finally the public, represented by a 
public school policeman, must take charge of th-ir 
children seven days in the week and keep them at 
least so closely confined that they will not “bether” 
their mothers. 

Perhaps this is wholly logical, if the public schocls 
are allowed to become part of a system for rel.ev- 
ing parents of the care and company of their own 
children. 

Children too have nerves. They also have rights. 
The public schools are rightly places for their elu- 
cation, not for shutting them up to prevent them 
from “bothering” their own parents or any one else. 

If they do not get at home the education which 
prevents: them from “bothering” others too much, 
they will be shut up finally seven days in the week, 
but this will not relieve their mothers from nerv- 
ousness. 

All school and no holiday will not make Jack 
either more brilliant or less bothersome.

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TRADE OR DUMPING. 

Mr. James J. Hill of the Great Northern takes the 
railroad man’s view of the Panama Canal, but he 
has a marvelously clear idea of the laws of trade.

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MASHER AND FEMALE FLIRT. 

Judge ‘lracy and the police are trying to eliminate 
the masher in St. Louis. In Houston, Tex., they have 
passed an anti-flirting ordinance. ‘lhis is followed 
by the organization of a goo-goo club, “the object 
of which is to create a sentiment in favor of tue 
observance of the law and to protect members from 
its too exacting enforcement.” 

The whole situation is before us. Let us eliminate 
the masher; good. But let us not compel a man, 
when he walks the streets, to lift up his eyes to 
heaven or cast them down to earth in order to escape 
the anti-flirting ordinance of Houston, Tex., or the 
destructive wrath of Judge Daniel O’Connell Tracy.

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WHO WROTE SHAKSPEARE? 
‘Mr, John-H. Stotsenburg of Kentucky has written 
a book to show that Shakspeare did not write the 
plays which pass for his, but that they were the 
work of a syndicate or guild of literary men.

One of them, as Major-General in war, as Post- 
master-General, Secretary of the Treasury, Secretary 
of State and Federal Judge in peace, did so much 
for the welfare of the country that he cou‘d rise no 
higher in its pol'tics without stooping as his mother 
had never taught him to stoop. 

Lacking only two years of a full century, Mrs. 
Rumley understands what she did for the world 
as the mother of Walter Q. Gresham and her other 
sons, and she is satisfied that on this account also 
lier life has been worth living. 

It does not appear that she has defined her sys- 
tem, and on her ninety-eighth birthday she may not 
realize that she had one. But at 98 she is satisfed 
to go on living and doing her best, without fret over

Philadeiphia’s notoriously bad water is now wash- 
ed and made clean by ozone. Water from the Schuyl- 
kiil river contains as much as 2,500,000 bacteria per 
cubu centimeter; but after a preliminary straining 
this roisome populace js reduced to 700,000, and after 
the ozone treatment, to from 5 to 5, and these few 
survivors are said to be innocents. The water is 
also Cveodorized and freed from color. It is all done 
in this wise: A motor generator, producing a cur- 
rent of 100 alterations, is operated by a current taken 
from the city supply. The current from the gener- 
utor is raised-by transformers and condensers to a 
voltage of 10,000. Voltaic arcs are prevented and 
sparks are limited by means of resistance coils and 
condensers, and the current in form of a pencil of 
blue light passes from cach of some millions of 
metallic discharge points across a short air gap to 
nickel receivers. By means of a pump air is drawn 
across this gap, and in its passage ig partially con- 
verted into ozone; it is then forced through a stand 
pipe in which it meets a current of water flowing 
in an opposite direction. The bacteria contained in 
the water are instantly destroyed by the ozone and 
the water is- purified. 


THE TROLLEY IN ASIA. 

A néw world for the Alexander the Greats of mu- 
nicipal traction is opening in Asia Minor. The only 
towns in Asiatic Turkey with tramway lines are 
Smyrna, Tripoli, and Bagdad. Wntil 1902 the use of 
e‘ectricity for traction was forbidden in Turkey, but 
is now allowed in Salonica, Smyrna, and Damascus, 
so that the substitution of electricity for @nimal 
traction in these towns has been considered, al- 
tneough horses are extremely cheap. Tripoli ts di- 
vided into two parts, the harbor and the inner town, 
which are three kilometers apart and are connected 
by a2 tramway. The ancient town of Damascus has 
been indicated as the must favorable field for new 
enterprises. It is exceedingly scattered, the Hauran 
railway station is remote from the Beirut station, 
although traffic is heavy’ along the whole route be- 
tween. The town of Bassoras is connected with the 
harbor by a paved road three kilometers long, ad- 
mirably adapted for a tramway. In most of these 
towns carriages and animals may be hired at low 
tutes and might offer serious competition to the trol- 
ley car. 


USE OF THE STEAM SHOVEL. 

The extent to which labor-saving machinery of 
the ponderous variety is employed at the present 
time is excellently illustrated in the great iron ore 
properties of the American Northwest. The number 
of steam shovels, for example, employed in stripping 
Mesaba range mines is just now the greatest in the 
history of the range. There are not less than thirty- 
three of them, nearly all of great size and power. 
The average work of these shovels for ten hours is 
ooo) tons each, and as some of the shovels are 
worked day and night the amount of earth moved 
by them is enormous, In addition to all these which 
are engaged in development operations alone, thirty- 
six shovels are occupled in mining at the open pit 
properties of the range, and a dozen or more others 
arc loading stock pites at underground mines on 
the range, so that altogether there are more than 
eighty steam shovels at work in the district. In 
size they vary from 4 to § to 110 tons each.

The Niagara-New York 
mileage is greater by only 60 per cent than the line 
from De Sabla power house to Sausalito, Cal., 232 
miles, which delivers perhaps 10,000 horse power to a 
number of cities about San Francisco Bay, whereas 
Niagara’s generating capacity will soon exceed 600,- 
000 horse power, , | 


THE ALCOHOL LAMP. 


American markets, and the results obtained with 
them are understood to have been so favorable that 
In Venezuela, for example, it is proposed to intro- 
duce alcohol lighting systems throughout the ‘coun- 
try The burdensome price of illuminating ofl has 
helped largely to bring about this condition of 
things, aided also by the excessive production of 
cane alcohol. But the demand for alcohol stoves and 
motors, too, is being cultivated, and fn order to fur- 
ther the whole industry the government tax on all 
alcohol distilled in Venesuela for use in any of 
the above-mentioned apparatus was, in Mafch Jast, 
suspended for a term of two years. For a like 
period all customs duties have been removed on 
alcohol lamps, stoves, motors, and their supplies. 
Not one of these is manufactured in Venezuela, and 
an excellent opportunity appears thus to be at hand 
for a good business in contrivances of this kind. 
Although gas and electricity are available in the 
larger towns, oil illumination is used by most well-to 
do families, while in humbler homes candles and 
dips furnish light. 
STEERING HERTZ WAVES. 

Curiosity was aroused a few weeks ago by a shoft 
dispatch from Germany declaring that Dr. Ferdi- 
nand Braun had invented a method of insuring se- 
crecy in wireless telegraphy. Details of the method 
in question are now furnished by ‘s‘he Electrical 
Review.” The man himself is known by reputation 
to electricians in the United States as well as in 
Europe, and the particular line of experiment ‘n 
which he has recently béen engaged is sufficiently 
novel to make his results worthy of examination. 

Dr. Braun’s plan is to generate two sets of electro- 
magnetic waves which are identical in frequency, 
but one being timed so as to start a little after the 
others do. If the apparatus is properly adjusted, 
this difference in “phase’’ will remain uniform for 
days and weeks in succession. In actual practice it 
has been found convenient to employ three upright 
wires, placed at the corners of an equilateral tri- 
angle. In two the vibrations are exactly simultane- 
ous. The lag is produced in the third. ©o-operation 
between the first two wires intensifies, along a line 
rurning through them and onward indefinitely, the 
energy of the waves emitted. Interference by the 
other set, coming in sideways, has a paralyzing ef- 
}fect. Only in one particular direction, therefore, will 
the impulses sent ffom the generating statior travel 
very far. Laboratory tests of this scheme having 
satisfied the inventor that it was practicable, he;

DRUGS FOR GROWING PLANTS. 
From the Chicago Chronicle. 


In recent experiments made to ascertain _the ef- 
f-cts of verious anesthetics on plants, both ether 


pushed forward and blossomed earlier than under 
crdinary conditions. 

At the beginning of winter the plants were con- 
fined in closed spaces and submitted to the vapors 
of ether or chloroform. They were found to shed 
their Icaves within 48 hours. They were then ex- 
pused to the open air for two days, after which they 
received < second anesthetic vapor bath, which last- 
ed ‘or a third period of two days. 

After this they were placed in a forcing house. 
and the blossoms which would ordinarily not have 
appeared until May were fully out In February. 

A French experimenter, M. Leblanc, chioroformed 
sotue azaleas for 48 hours. Seventeen days later 
they were in full bloom. Other azaleas which had 
,; been grown undér similar conditions, but not ex- 
i nosed to the chloroform vapor, did not bloom until 
\'a fortnight later. Carrots treated by the same proc- 
{ess gave equally good results. 

M. Rittue of the Washington Agricultural Depart- 
ment has been trying the experiment of putting cer- 
tain piants on rigid’ diet. His subjects have been 
chiefly leguminous plants, peas, beans and the like, 
ax well-as clovers and veiches. 

After carefully sterilizing the earth in which the 
seeds were sown’ he fed the young planis on dis- 
tiled water, magnesium, calcium and nitrogen. The 
effects were remarkably good, the yleld being in 
i gome casec treble-the usual.

BEES GET HONEY 
IN CANDY FACTORY 


Drones, Who Lived Life of 
Ease, Are Stung to Death 
by Busy Workers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Five millions or 
more bees which have been flying from 
the roof cf the building at 14 Vesey 


street to pastures where sweet smelling 


flowers grow, or finding a sweet sub- 


stance in parts of the East Side, where 


even on the fire escapes of the tene- 
ments an occasional flower blooms, will 
hereafter be kept in confinement. An 
order has gone fsrth from the Board 
of Health to the effect that the bees are 
a nuisance and must be suppressed. A 
compromise was affected yesterday 
whereby the hard working insects will 
be screened. 

When the sun rose in the warm days 
of spring the bees came frum their 
combs after a hard winter. Across the 
East River, in the Brooklyn parks, 
where blooms contained the most delect- 
able honey, the bees flew. Their wings 
grew strong and their bodies healthy. 
Their journeyings extended. They flew 
miles north, east and west, returning 
at night with a full supply of the sac- 
charine fluied. ; 

As every flock of sheep has a black 
member, so this great colony of bees on 
a tiresome trip to the Bronx or Pros- 
pect Park when the same results might 
be obtained nearer home. One of the 
black bees started all of the trouble, 
With his brothers and sisters and other 
relatives he hung behind when the flight 
began. His companions were specks in 
the sky when he made a bee line to the 
candy factory a block from the hive. 
Here were sweets galore. No work; all 
lay. The black bee satisfied his appe- 
tite quickly. He was back in the hive 


having a nap when his mates returned 


from their tong journey. 

Now. if the bee colony had continued 
to divide up this work of accumulating 
honey from the candy man’s stock, alli 
would have been well. But no, with 
indolence came greediness. The morale 
of the colony was shaken. Not a few 
hundred thousand bees at a time made 
the visit to the candy, but two or three 
millions. Now has come the day of 
reckoning. 

Yesterday afternoon screens were 
placed around the bees and glucose sup- 
plied for them. It was a different diet 
from the peppermints, chocolates and

About one-half of the $250,000 of sub- 
scriptions called for were received and 
Other calls were issued. Two weeks 
ago the final meeting was held in each 
vf the tobacco counties, after which 
the announcement was made that the 
entire amount had practically all been 
subscribed. 


Reports Are Disappointing. 

Agents of the promoters were asked 
to send in tabulated reports of the sub- 
scribers and the amounts taken. This 
all required some time and the country 
agenis were given until this week to 
complete their reports. 

The returns were so disappointing that 
Archibald Stuart and W. B. Hawkins 
of Lexington held a conference upon 
the matter. It was decided to wait a 
few days before positive statement was 
given out, under the belief that the 
missing counties would be heard from 
n the interval. 

The expected reports did not come, 
and Mr. Stuart at once hastened to 
Lexington to make an investigation as 
to the causes for the disappointing re- 
ports and the ressons for the falling 
off in the subscriptions.

PARRAL, Chihuahua, Mexico, Sept. 
23.—Pedro Alvarado, miliionarire owner 
of La Palmilla mine, the recent silver 
wonder of Mexico, has again startled 
his. fellowmen of wealth. 

For the purpose of hauling’ building 
gtone from the Santa Barbara Moun- 
tains into Parral, he proposes to build 
Or to have built a railroad at a cost of 
approximately $1,000,000. 

He has broached the subject to other 
rich men of Parral, and has been told 
by them they would not think of put- 
ting their money into the project. He 
has spoken of it to railroad men, and 
they have told him the plan is not feas- 
{ble. 

But with the persistence with which 
he held to La Palmilla throughout the 
six years when it yielded him the bar- 
est kind of a living, defying the advice 
of men of: finance and mining experi- 
ence, he is holding to his railroad 
gcheme despite the advice of men of 
railroad experience. 

La Palmilla, growing at last under 
his nursing from a precarious liability 
to a rich asset, has yielded $10,000,000 in 
four years. 

The railroad, though its present pros- 
pects are something to appall men who 
profess to know about such things, 
may, under the same persistent nurs- 
ing, prove to be another fortune maker. 

For no one seriously doubts that Pe- 
dro Alvarado will build the railroad, 
even though its present prospects of 
earnings are confinea to the difference 
# will mean to Alvarado between his 
‘present method of packing stone on the 
backs of burros and the future method 
of hauling it on flat cars. 

He Would Improve Parral. 

That, at present, seems to be the limit 

of the prospects of Alvarado’s proposed 
railroad. The millionaire, loaded up 
with Parra] real estate which, accord- 
ing to the average Parralian, cost him 
twice as much as it would have cost 
anybody else, is seeking to improve it. 
He is already erecting a stone business 
iuilding, om Calle de San Juan de Dio, 
‘across from Plaza de Porfirio Diaz, the 
stone for which he packs in from Santa 
Barbar quarries, 10 miles, on the backs 
of burros. 

It is a tedious thing to do, almost 
every piece of stone requiring the un- 
divided attention of one burro for one 
day, 

He had the same experience when he 
packed in the chalk-line marble which 
forms the outer walls of his miliion- 
dollar palace—the most costly and pre- 
tentious not only in Parral, but in all 
of Northern or, Central Mex!co. 

The prospect of burro-packing all the 
stone that he will require for the bulld- 
ing of the numerous structures which 
he pluns is more appalling to Alvarado 
than its his scheme for a rallroad to 
the Parral financiers. And, as he has the 
money and the nerve—the financlers call 
it “foolhardiness'’—it is regarded as 
certain that, if he cannot induce fel- 
low capitalists to join him in the en- 
terprise he will undertake it himself. 

it is possible that Alvarado has more 
things in view than the mere hauling 
of building stone to Parral. Nat.ves 
eredit him with a sort of second-sight. 
They tell weird stories of the strange 
gift he has manifested in locating the 
exact spots where the rich ore of La 
Paimilla was te be found. And they 
gu back, in the telling, to the Story of 
Pedros father, Francisco, and his 
deathbed vision. 

Francisco, they Say, Was given an oc- 
cult sight when he was dying, and, in 
dsying his hands upon Pedro, his son, 
tranamitted that mystic power to din. 

“My soh,”’ they say he said, “protect 
your wife and your mother; but let all 
else go before you yield one little part 
of right to the mine which I leave you. 
it will make you rich—richer than any 
around you.”’

“The reason for the position I take 
is this,” said Judge Kendall: “Every 
day we read in some paper where peo 
ple are either killed or maimed in run- 
aways caused by automobiles handled 
by reckless drivers. In the cities they 
have a police force to protect people, 
but it is not that way in the country. 

“There is also an important business 
reason why this matter should be regu- 
lated. In towns we depend much on 
the trade of the farmers who bring 
their produce to town to sell and bny 
the goods of our merchants. As mat- 
ters are now the farmers are afraid 
they will get hurt by the automobiles. 
For this reason, I am told, many in 
the country are doing their trading 
through mail-order houses rather than 
take any chances, 

“In the towns ladies are practically 
prohibited from the pleasures of driving 
because of the machines.” 


On the other side of the question 
Judge George Robertson. an attorney 
of this city, laughs at the movement, 
and calls it ‘‘mossbackism.”’ 

“As one of the four owners of auto- 
mobiles in Mexico,’’ says Judge Robert- 
son, “I can say that my sons have 
veen operating a machine for two 
months without the slightest trouble 
either with persons or teams. 

“We confine ourselves strictly to the 
law governing the operation of ma- 
chines. In the country, where the 
farmers exercise intelligent control over 
their horses, there is little or no need 
of trouble. I have had a number of 
farmers in my machine, and they all 
like it, and several are planning to get 
iutos themselves. 

“Tt certainly deplore the action of 
sringing this matter out so prominent- 
ly. It places the people, particularly 
the farmers of Audrsain County. in the 
nosition of being mossbacks, whereas 
there is no more intelligent body of peo- 
nle anywhere.”

Without Money, Face Al- 
most Hopeless Struggle. 


CAPITAL IS MUCH NEEDED 


Civil Service Not So Bad for 
Those Who Work 
Hard. 


FEW IN THIS CLASS 


Some Save Money, but Credit 
System Enmeshes Most 
of Them.

MANILA, Sept. 23.—In these days of 
riotous expansion many ambitious young 


Americans are turning covetous eyes 
towards the seductive shores of the 
Philippine Islands. 

Manila, in particular, as the Mecca 
of the distinguished Taft party, and 
many lesser lights, has been brought 
conspicuously into the limelight. 

Americans generally err in the sup- 
position that the Philippines are a 
strange, unexplored Eldorado—a fairy 
land of promise where even a mediocre 
eould not ward off showering wealth if 
he wished. As a matter of fact, the 
islands—especially Manila—have been 
the center of commercial activity for 
generations. English and German trad- 
ere have lived, died and been forgotten 
in Manila for 80 years past. 

Exploiting the vast agricultural and 
forest areas is a process involving long 
periods of time and immense capital. 
Enormous fortunes are not to be made 
quickly. The man of small capital had 
best remain away—if ‘he be seeking in- 
vestments in other lines than money 
lending. ; 

And the penniless Yankee lad who 
sails out of the Golden Gate today ex- 
pecting to make a fortune in the Phil- 
ippines must needs bring grit and gump- 
tion to the amount of excess baggage. 

Making money in Manila is not diffi- 
cult, but getting away with it remains 
more a matter of accident than the 
realization of well laid plans. Sav- 
ings from salaries are not extensive. 
Many young Americans live in messes, 
in parties of from four to six or eight, 
with a Chinese cook and Filipino house 
servants. Rents vary from $45 to $100 
per month, depending more on the de- 
gree of pretentiousness of the house 
than its location, since Manila is scat- 
tered over an immense territory. By 
this method of housekeeping actual liv- 
ing expenses may be reduced to a min- 
imum, if it is so desired. In too many 
instances, however, a profusion of din- 
ner entertainments, well-stocked side- 
boards, etc., renders ‘‘messing it’’ rath- 
er an expensive mode of living. 

Living Expenses Heavy. 

Accommodations in boarding 
cost from $40 to $60 per month. 

Washing is done at so much per 
‘month by Chinese and Filipino “‘lavan- 
deros,"" who charge on an average 
$3.50 per month.

Clothing is a small item, since white - 


dack is the universal garb, and wil’ 
last an indefinite length of time. 

Making all reasonable allowances /vu 
living and recreation expenses, a young 
man earning $125 to $150 per month 
should save from $700 to $1000 per year 
from his salary. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, few do so. 

Ijke English colonial cities, Manila is 
@eveloping into a famous club center. 
More than a score of clubs of varied 
character flourish, supported almost 
wholly by the young, unmarried Ameri- 
cans about town. 

Then, too, there is that mysterious 
sometiiing in the enervating climate of 
the tropics which not only sooner or 
later undermines the morals of the av- 
erage unmarried white :man, but en- 
genders in him an absolute indifference 
to the value of money. The wisdom of 
Saving is lost sight of, and the accumu- 
lation of financial obligations soon 
ceases to be a source of worry. It has 
been estimated many times that fully 
5) per cent of the unmarried American 
population of Manila ts constantly in 
debt. 

An iniquitous credit system, known as 
the “Chit Habit.” is largely responsible 
for this condition; under this arrange- 
ment one simply signs a small printed 
form, stating the date and amount of 
purchase at the club, cafe, or hotel— 
all of which are presented for collection 
at the end of the month. Under this 
seductive plan, the debtor is seldom 
aware of the magnitude of his obliga- 
tions until the bills are presented for 
payment. 

Nobody Worries There. 

Viewed from every point, however, the 
easy, irresponsible life of the Far East 
perhaps approximates Utopia as nearly 
as the nervous, ambitious Yankee could 


wish. Worry is almost an unknown 
quantity, and haste has been reduced to 
an infinity.

ELDORA, Io., Sept. 23.—Henry Shafer, 
“non-conductor,”’ respectively are ths 
name and and title of an interesting 
Eldora man, who, indeed, has had a 
unique career and .has probably figurea 
in more thrilling accidents, more hair- 
breadth escapes from death, while 
peacefully endeavoring to earn an hon- 
est living for his family than any other 
man in America. 

This modern Ajax, dodger and defier 
of death, was born in Cass County, 
Michigan. in 1852, and was brought by 
his parents to Hardin County, 0 years 
ago. He has lived within the county 
and in this city for 50 years. He is a 
poor man, has always been obliged to 
work hard to support his family. 

Learning the trade of a miner at the 
age of 15. he worked for 19 years in the 
Eldora mines. An accident at the 
mines forced hin: to forsake the labors 
of a coal miner and he began a new 
series of accidents above ground. 

First Experience With Lightning. 

Shafer states that his first experience 
with lightning came while he was at 
work in a harvest field. A bolt struck 
him and he was so badly stunned that 
the harvest hands had much difficulty 
in bringing him back to life. 

Shock No. 2 came about two years 
ago as Shafer walked home one dark 
night. In front of a church, a telephone 
pole was struck and Shafer received the 
full benefit of the bolt in his legs. 

Lying stunned upon the pavement his 

yn chanced to pass that way and pick- 
ing him up supposed that he was carry- 
ing his father’s lifeless body home. Shaf- 
er soon revived but he had lost his 
voice, which, fortunately, was regained 
in time for him te call for his break- 
fast. 

Probably the worst blow that ever 
struck Shafer came during the celebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July on the pub- 
lic square in Eldora In 1883. A sham bat. 
tule was in progress as one of the fea- 
tures of the celebration and Shafer was 
acting as gun swabber for an old-fash- 
foned cannon. 

By a premature discharge of the gun 
Shafer was blown fully feet. The 
ramrod, in its flight through space, car- 
ried away Henry's arm; powder-burned. 
out one eye, frightfully injured the sight 
of the other optic and, by flying splint-

INSURANCE COME ‘710 STAY. 

‘Insurance itself has come to stay. 
Certain laws are now being put in their 
final shape which will make repetition 
of such scandals as have occurred in 
New York impossible as far as France 
is concerned. In the meantime French 
policy holders have made the necessary 
distinction between the solvency of the 
companies and the malpractices of cer- 
tain of their officials which is not of a 
nature permanently to injure the insti- 
tution they managed.”’ 

STATE CONTROL INEVITABLE. 

Speaking of the tremendous power 
represented by modern insurance insti- 
tutions he said he thought elaborate 
state control was the inevitable solu- 
tion. 

“Inevitable because it is the only 
solution. No other than it suggests it- 
self,’ he said. ‘‘We are taking here in 
France great steps in that direction, 
and only in this way can such vast 
masses of money be kept from manipu- 
lation intended to benefit the few at 
the exvense of the many, or from the 
exercise of other evil influences, partic- 
ularly in the course of the world’s mar- 
kets.”’

CONVICTED BY BROTHER 


Rev. J. W. Baker Believed It 
Only Way to Save 
. Relative. 


WITH PARENTS 


Father and Mother Take Son 
From Jefferson City to 
Kansas Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 23.— 
Convicted of highway robbery through 
the efforts of his brother, a minister of 
the Christian Church, who believed it 
was the only chance of saving him from 
a wild career, reformation and repent- 
ance in the Penitentiary, freed in that 
belief by the Governor and taken by his 
aged parents to their home in Kansas— 
that is the reeord of Minor Hall, re- 
leased from prison here today. 

They were two happy old people who 
went away from the Penitentiary here 
tonight, taking with them their young- 
est son, their baby, they called him, 
commuted from a five-year prison term 
by the Governor this afternoon, to 18 
months’ imprisonment, which expires 
tomorrow. 

He went out tonight because there is 
a rule of the prison that when a pris- 
oner’s term expires on Sunday he is 
released the evening before. 

Minor Baker was sent up 18 months 
ago from Newton County on conviction 
of highway robbery. 

Young Baker’s incarceration was due 
in part to his brother, Rev. J. W. Ba- 
ker, pastor of the South Joplin Chris- 
tian Church, who after ascertaining the 
facts in the case determined imprison- 
ment was the best means of reform- 
ing and reclaiming his youthful brother, 
who is now only 25 years old. 

The preacher brother never ceased to 
work or the younger brother for his 
reformation after incarceration. He 
came often to see“the young man. 

“Three months ago,” said Rev. Mr. 
Raker tonight, “‘my brother was re- 
claimed. He promised his God that he 
would lead a Christian Hfe. Then I 
began a crusade for his pardon, send- 
ing a l6ng petition to the Governor.” 

The freacher brother went farther. 
jic saw’ Gov. Folk before the latter 
siarted on his trip to Portland and got 
a promise that the sentence would be 
commuted to 18 months and the young 
man released tonight. 

He then informed the parents and 
they came to take their boy home. 

lney belicve he young man has re- 
pented, and hose who saw when they 
mct him, embraced him, saw the boy’s 
iear-stained face, and then all three 
knelt on the prison floor and pray to- 
gether, couldn’t help also believing. 

The parents are old people, the father 
nearly 80 years of age, and the mother 
past 70. 

“It was an affecting scene,” said 
Warden Matt Hall to the Post-Dispatch 
last night. “The boy has been an ex- 
emplary prisoner and I hope the faith 
of the parents in his reformation will 
be justified.”’ 

The parents of young Baker called 
on the Governor today before going to 
the prison and secured the commuta~ 
tion papers and thanked him for the 
interest he had taken !n the case.

Postotfice inspectors say the letters are 
the most vile that have ever been 
brought to their attention.

LETTERS AFTER. CALLS. 

The first of the letters was brought to 
the attention of Postmaster George 
Kunkle of Mexico early last April. He 
immediately notified Postoffice Inspector 
Fulton of St. Louis, who placed the case 
in the hands of Inspector W. L. Reid 
for investigation. Before Reid had time 
to take it up, other letters came into the 
possession of Postmaster Kunkle. 

After searching inquiry the Post- 
master discovered that in almost every 
instance the letters were sent to young 
women soon after Clarence Sansbury 
had called on her. Sansbury had lately 
been very attentive to Miss Tuttle, the 
Postmaster learned. 

One day a rural mail carrier, who 
has the route on which Miss Tuttle re- 
sides, brought in a letter and placed 
two i-cent stamps on it. The address, 
the Postmaster says, was in the same 
handwriting as that of the improper 
letters. The carrier said the letter had

been given him by Miss Tuttle. This 


| letter was personally carried to the ad- 


dressee, opened in his presence and 
found to contain matter which the pos- 
tal laws exclude. 

Another time, the Postmaster says, 
Miss Tuttle came into the office with 
her sister, Miss Eva, and purchased a 
postal card. She turned from the win- 
dow to a high desk along the wall and 
wrote the card. She then mailed it. 
The Postmaster says it was one of the 
offensive cards. 

HOW HE MARKED STAMPS. 
On one occasion, Kunkle says, when 


Miss Tuttle purchased stamps, he care- 
fully blotted out the stars in the upper 
curners of the stamps with red ink. He 
declares these stamps were afterwards 
found on some of the letters which Miss 
Tuttle is now charged with writing. 

Whenever Miss Tuttle entered the 
office all mail matter was taken from 
the drop box, and letters deposited by 
eee held separate from all other 
mail. 

Miss Tuttle was arrested Friday by 
Deputy United States Marshal Wild.

Germantown Looks Like Seat 
of War During Search 
for Bynums,

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 23—A series 


of sensational events occurred today in 
the Germantown race war, and unless 
the Bynum brothers, negro desperadoes, 
are captured by the posse which took 
up the search again today after a 24- 
hour rest for the agogs and horses and 
the mysterious negro organization is 
broken up, Germantown may see tomor- 
row more bloodshed. 

A desperate attack with rifles and 
shotguns on two quarantine guards by 
two negroes at the city line on the road 
to Germantown today resulted in the 
repulse of the negroes, believed to have 
been the Bynums, who, responsible for 
the killings and woundings of the past 
few days, probably attempted to enter 
Memphis in a wild endeavor to thus es- 
cape the posse which had again taken 
up the search. |

PRISON AGAIN FOR 
MAN WHO FLED IN 
CLOTRING Or DEAD 


French Criminal’s Adventures 
Lead Him Back to 
Penal Colony. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


PARIS, Sept. 24—Among the next 
convoy of convicts to French Guiana 
will be Joseph Sporn, the story of whose 
escape and recapture reads like a chap- 
‘ter from Gaboriau. 

Sporn was sentenced in 1896 to eight 
years’ hard labor and 20 years. exile 
for theft. The year after his deporta- 
tion to French Guiana he was cutting 
rushes by the riverside close to the 
penal settlement. He had gradually but 
unconsciously wandered out of sight of 
a warder, when he saw floating down 
the river the corpse of a dead -sailor, 
who he knew had been murdered by 
some of his fellow convicts a few days 
before. 

Sporn secured the corpse, changed 
-Clothes, and sent it down the stream 
again, dressed in his convict garb. Then 
he made tracks towards the river's

After some hours’ hard running 
saw a small Dutch steamer, and 
made desperate signs that he wanted 
help. 3 

A boat was put off, and he was taken 
on board, where in broken German he 
told the captain that he had been ship- 
wrecked, and wanted to get back either 
to Hchand or to Dutch Guiana. 

Sporn is an Alsatian by birth, and his 
dialect so deceived the captain that he 
landed him in Dutch Guiana. 

The convict then went to Venezuela 
and became a servant in a clergyman’s 
house. Amassing some money, he 
opened a stationer’s shop, where he 
throve exceedingly. 

The craving for Paris life inherent in 


all Frenchmen brought about his down- 
fall. He sold his business and sailed 
tor Europe. 116 wOracu as a waiter at 
Ajaccio, in Corsica, and later at Mar- 
seliles. 

Tnen he feturned diffidently to Paris. 
Nobody recognized him. The Paris de- 
tectives beileved him to be drowned, 
and accordingiy no watch had ever been 
kept for him. 

wo years ago Sporn, under the name 
of Andrieu, opened an oft.ce in the Rue 
Levis, and began to deal in stolen 
goods. 

His tricks attracted the attention of 
the police and one day two detectives 
requested his company on a visit to the 
Prefecture to expia.n some rather shady 
transactions in which he had been in- 
volved. While there he was recognizeu 
by the man who originally had arresteu 
him.

After three years’ absinthe drinking a 
man becomes weak-minded and full of 
ever-increasing nervous anxiety.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—Sir Hiram Maxim, 
whose “‘magic’ sphere,”’ just patented in 
England and America, will “suspend’’ 
the law of gravity for those who enter 
it—a revolving globe 60 feet in diame- 
ter, representing the earth, set on a 
pedestal 20 feet high, said to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today: 

“I will illustrate a new law of nature 
which, I believe, I have been the first to 
discover. Five years ago, at Boston, I 


began to wonder why we always see! 
things ‘right side up.’ as, of course, on | 


The only | 
reason is the law of gravity. ~ We have | 


our earth they never are. 
no sense which would enable us to tell 
whether a thing is vertical or horizon- 
tal, excent through the law of gravity. 

“If we divert the pull of g:avity by 
another force—centrifugal force—the ef- 
fect is that. instead of seeing things 
horizontal, we see them vertica), which 
vroduces the most amusing illustionary 
effect. That js what the ‘magic sphere’ 
does. 

In illustration, Sir Hiram took a sau- 
cer and stood a pencil against the in- 
side, near the rim. The penci) naturally 
leaned inwards. That is how people 
will stand on the edge of the floor in- 
side the magic spheie when it is re- 
volving at 20 miles an hour. 

“But the strange and amusing thing is 
that they will. not know they are re- 
volving,’’ said Sir Hiram. “It is the 
sphere that will revolve, and they with 
it. like people on, the surface of the 
earth, and consequently they will think 
they are stationary. The 
force of the revolution of the sphere 
will enable them to stand on the wal), 
as it were, with their bodies leaning 
horizontally 

‘Wherever any one stands he will feel 
convinced that he its standing on an 
absolutely dead level, and at the same 
time he will be sure that every one 
else is tilted outwards from the wall. 
Thus a man standing in the center may 
see his wife, who is at the edge of the 
A4nor. apparently walking horizontally. 
If he waiks at the side exactly oppo:ite 
her he will see her walking upside 
down. for both will be with their heads 
to the center, 

“Hach will seem to the other to be 
walking like a fly. and each will be sure 
that he or she is walking right side up, 
as we usually do. 

“The illusion will be Intensified by the 
Grcumstance that the woper part of 
the sphere inside will be of looking 
glass, so that every one will see 


double.”

Sev- 
eral years ago a farmer named WIIi- 
liam Aldrich was supplying his Mormon 
neighbors with as much oil ag they could 
use for lighting and lubricating pur- 
roses. Where he got it, or how, he kept 
a strict secret, but {t was known he 
made two days’ journeys twice a week 
and returned with half a dozen or more 
barrels of oil. 

Formed a Company. 

John Lindiiam, a wealthy rancher 
from Okotoks, resolved to look into the 
matter and discovered that Aldrich was 
gctiing his oil from surface seepages, so 
he formed a company, takin in the 
discoverer, and bought up all the land 
which an eastern expert said contained 
oil. This was in 1902, but it was not un- 
til last fall that the first well was 
bored. 

The geologist who first looked over 
the ground describes the pass in which 
the oil is found a# an enormous crevice 
formed by vulcanic eruptions, crosscut- 
ting the formation of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and thus making huge basins into

Emperor Francis Joseph Con- 
sents to Establishment of 
Independent Ministry. 


DISCUSS ITS FORMATION 


Count Oziraky Named to Ar- 
range Torms With Hun- 
gary’s Leaders. 


Vienna, Sept. 23.—The King-Emperor 
Francis Joseph received in audience at 
the palace today the five leaders of 
the Hungarian coalition parties, name- 
ly, Count Julius Andrassy, Francis Kos- 
Suth, Baron Banffy, Count Zicay and 
Count Albert Appony:, and suggested 
that they enter jnto negotiations with 
Count Goluchowski, the minister of the 
imperial and royal house, relative to the 
formation of a Hungarian cabinet. 

The King-Emperor showed himself 
ready to make what he regards as ap- 
preciable coricessions in the direction 
desired by the Hungarian nation. 

The King-Emperor remained unyield- 
ing on the question of the language of 
command in the Hungarian army. 

He invited the coalition majotity to 
submit proposals for the formation of a 
cabinet on the following condiitons: 

Military questivuns relating to the lan- 
guage of command and the service on 
which concessions are entirely inadmis- 
gable are excluded frum any program 
which may be submitted in regard to 
the army. 

The foreign missions must also re- 
main Intact. 

As tc questions affecting the eéco- 
numic and other relations of Austria- 
Hungary as prevides by the law of 
1&7 these shal) be revised by negotia- 
tions between the gvuvernments of the 
two states and parliamentary commit- 


tees. 

The budget, ordinary contingents to 
the army, commercial treaties and two 
years’ military service bills must be 
voted as .well as the sums required for 
military purposes and for the Hunga- 
rian expenditure of the dual monarchy 
for 1904-065. 

The King-Emperor in the course of 
the audience seriously represented to 
the Hungarian leAders the responsibii- 
ity they would incur in refusing to ex- 

the concessions offered and in 


maintaining their old demmnds. 


The audience cnly lasted a few min- 


ites and the Hungarian leaders were 
given a chance to explain their 


They declined to negotiate with Count 
yoluchowski, declaring that if the King- 
Gmperor did not want to negotiate di- 
‘ectly with the leaders he ought to ap- 
point a Hungarian go-between and not 
an Austrian. 

The King-Emperor later named Count 
Cziraky to carry on the negotiations in 
place of the Austrian Minister. 

A conference between Count Cziraky 
and the Hungarian leaders was held in 
the course of the afternoon.

McGee said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“The collection which we have in the 
museum now was gathered up at the 
World's Fair. The exnibits were chiefly 
obtained from Mexico, Costa Rica, 
Porto Rico and Nicaragua. Japan and 
China were also liberal contributors, 
especially the former, which gave us a 
beautiful specimen of a Nippon temple. 

“Europe gave us little for the reason 
that we did net start collecting in 
time. The nucleus, however, is a very 
satisfactory one for a permanent or- 
> pana of a strictly educational 
kind. 


“™ NEED FIREPROOF BUILDING. 
“What we especially need is a fire- 
proof buiiding. If we had one, there 


would be little difficuity in getting 
collections representing ethnoligy, 
archevivgy, Minerais, and the early his- 
tory of these regions. 

“Public museums in the United States 
are of cOmparativeiy recent growtn. 
Few, if any, of them date farther back 
than JU years. The first, and .n many 
respects the most important, is the 
United States National Museum at 
Washington. Its original coilection was 
received from the Centennial Eapusition 
at Philadelphia... Next in order comes 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory at New York. This is a great in- 
stitution and was started a few years 
after the one in Washington. 

“The Field Museum at Chicago is, in 
iny judgment, the leader of ail the pub- 
lic museums in the country. It has 
been a great educational institution, 
because it is modern and well organ!zcd. 
The collection for the Field Museum 
was picked up at the Columbian Ex- 
position. It is a fine model for any 
similar establishment to foliow. 

“The Milwaukee Pubiic Museum is one 


in proportion to its population, a la g- 
er percentage of children and school 
teachers visit this museum than any 
other in the United Sta@ies. Milwaukee 
and St. Louis have an extraordinary re- 
semblance to each other as regards the 
naines and character of their citizens, 
and if a public nuuseum is so popular in 
the Wisconsin City, it should be equally 
so a the commercial metropolis of Mis- 
sourt.

The decision of the St. Louis and Bos- 
ton magnates to give their players half 


' the receipts of the post-season games 


in those cities and the offer of 6 per 
cent by the owner of the Chicago clubs 
brought to mind the fact that it would 
be advisable and just to deal liberally 
with the men in this the most important 
of all baseball contests. 


The action of the commission is both 
popular and well calculated to work for 
greater harmony between player and 
owner. Instead of instilling into the 
players an exaggerated opinion of their 
Own greatness and importance, as some 
critics have suggested, I believe it will 
stimulate them to put forth their best 
efforts in 1906. 


Players Are Satisfied. 


Some protests against the proposed 
division of the receipts—that was, 4 
per cent of the receipts to the players— 
were made by members of the New 
York Club, but they were not concerted 
nor persistent. The Athietics, who are 
looked upon as the American League's 
réyresentatives in the champiunship 
series, have made no cOmp.aint and it is 
probably this submissive spirit that has 

ned for the players the consideratun 
of the owners.

St. Louis Woman, Suing Farm- 
er, Admits Three Broken 
Engagements. 


WANTS $25,000 FROM HIM 


His Letters a Jumble of Senti- 
ment and Culinary 
Delights. 


The $25,000 breach of promise suit of 
Miss Scythia Ferguson of 2924 Washing- 
ton avenue against William Kennedy, a 
wealthy farmer, was given to the jury 
at Council Bluffs, Io., last night. 

At Ill p. m. the jury asked to be dis- 
charged until Eunday morning, as they 
had not reached e verdict. The recess 
was taken. 

Both principals in the suit were on 
the stand yesterday, Miss Ferguson, 35 
years old, stylish and handsome, offer- 
ing a strong contrast to the 66-year-old 
Kennedy, gray, unshaven and with bent 
and trembling figure. 

The most important feature of Miss 
Ferguson's testimony was her ac- 
knowledgement of three engagements 
prior to that with Kennedy, all of 
which were settled in some form. 


Kennedy admitted the existence of a 
promise of marriage, but declared that 
the contract had been dissolved by 
mutual consent, his ground of annul- 
ment having been that plaintiff's ex- 
travagant habits and tastes did not 
harmonize with his simpie method of 
living. 

WOULD GIVE’ HER FARM. 

Mise Ferguson bases her claim for 
$25,000 on Kennedy’s alleged promise to 
deed to her the home farm of 400 acres 
a@s soon as they were married. ilus 
promise is said to have been a verbai 
one, and extracts from Kennedy s let- 
ters are quoted as corroborative of this 
agreement. 

Kennedy owns more than 700 acres of 
land in Montgomery County, lo., and in 
his correspondence made frequent ref- 
erence to his being the heaviest tax- 
Dayer in the county. 

In one of Kennedy's letters he wrote: 

‘‘A good kiss from my sweetheart and 
a large piece of blackberry cake is the 
only thing I like better than baked 
beans, except, of course, a well-im- 
proved farm in old lowa.”’ 

SHE OMITS CHARMS. 

From a sentimental standpoint Miss 
Ferguson's letters disappointed the au- 
dience in the courtroom. She seems 
rather inclined to be calculating and 
but dilates occasionally on 
her personal charms. In one letter she 
writes: 

“T have been to church this morning, 
and, next to a good sermon, the thing 
I most enjoyed was my personal ap- 
pearance, as I certainly never looked 
better in my life.’’ 

She also counsels her aged farmer 
fiance as to his dress and advises him 
to wear a wide-brimmed hat and gloves 
so that he would not get sunburned. “I

A few days before the Secretary of 
State closed its dvors, Thomas M. Casey, 
manager of the bank, sent an overdraft 
to St. Louis. It was not honored. 

Secretary of State Swanger, when in- 
formed of this, dispatched Bank Ex- 
aminer R. M. Cook to Clinton. 

Mr. Cook, after an investigation of 
the bank’s affairs, gave Out an inter- 
view to the effect that the Salmon & 
Salmon bank had been insolvent since 
1908, at the latest. 

The Post-Dispatch, a day or two after- 
wards, printed an editorial calling at- 
tention to Mr. Cook’s statement and 
asking why, if it were true, Mr. Swang- 
er’s predecessor had not discovered the 
failing condition of the bank and closed 
it for the protection of depositors, 

Sam 6B. Cook, former Secretary. of 
State, chose to treat this asa reflection 
on his official record and filed suit for 
$100,000 damages against the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The Post-Dispatch at once began a 
legal inquiry into the affairs of the Sali- 
mon & Salmon bank. 

DR. SALMON IN TEARS. 

The testimony resulting from this in- 
quiry, taken in depositions at Clinton, 
has startled the people of Missouri. 

Dr. G. Y. Salmon wept on the witness 
stand in reciting the story of the bank's 
history. 

“We were pressed for funds ever since 
we went into the cattle business. This 
drain on our resougces kept me cussing 
and cussing all the time. 

“We were about broken up after the 
Casey failure in 1903.’’ 

Dr. Salmon and his 
Harvey W. Salmon, 
cattle ranches in the early eighties. 
They purchased about 65,000 acres in 
Texas.

The Salmon & Salmon bank was hard 
pressed, but continued in business. 

In 1890, Maj. Salmon testified, he with- 
drew from active connection with the 
bank. Dr. Salmon retired six years 
later, placing Thomas M. Casey, his 
son-in-law, a Clinton lawyer, in charge 
of the institution's affairs. 

Dr. Salmon is 78 years old and has 
for years been feeble, but nevertheless

The elder Casey was known

Casey. His failure involved the Salmon 
bank to the extent of $100,000. 

Witnesses in the Post-Dispatch case 
recalled that about the time of the 
Casey failure there was a “run’’ on the 
Salmon bank. 

Maj. Salmon, on the witness stand, de- 
clared he knew nothing about the long 
and heavy indebtedness of the Salmon 
& Salmon bank. He insisted that he 
had not been apprised of the large over- 
drafts on the Kansas City State Bank. 

Further, he stated, he did not re- 
ceive any information as to the bank's 
exact condition. 

BOOKKEEPER CONTRADICTS 

In this the Major was contradicted by 
George Worth, who was bookkeeper of 
the bank for 3 years, until he was 
stricken with paralysis in September, 
1904. 

He testified that he had furnished Maj 
Salmon with dally 
bank's condition up to the time 
iliness, 

In 1992 Bank Examiner C. T. 
examined the Salmon. & Salmon bank. 
In his report he crticised the bank man- 
agement because (1) 
employes were not under bond; 
loans were excessive; (3) the bank was 
carrying $79,000 due from a defunct bank 
as an asset; (4) the bank carried too 
much one-name paper; (5) it was pay- 
ing excessive interest on deposits. 

Sam BB. Cook wrote personally te 
the bank after this report, and said 
In his letter thai the report showed 
the bank to be “in its usual solvent 
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accounts rendered by other banks he 
made no further investigation. 

Inquiry into the early history of the 
Salmon bank showed that at the date 
of its organization in 1866 DeWitt 
Stone put up $2400 and Dr. Salmon 
$2100, the sum of $4500 constituting the 
capital stock. 

A year later Maj. Harvey Salmon was 
taken in as a partner, but the books 


scribed to its capital stock. 

S. K. Williams, then Sheriff of Henry 
County, deposited in the bank $18.50. 
which, with the $4500 of Dr. Salmon and 
D. C. Stone, made the entire cash re- 
sources of the institution $18,000. 

HISTORIC BOND SALE. 

Within a year after the bank was 
launched, the books show that Maj. 
Salmon drew out $3600. The bank was 
a growing institution from the start, 
but it received its greatest impetus from 
the sale of the St. Clair and Henry 
County bonds, bonds issued for a ratl- 
road that was never built. 

From the sale of the bonds Maj. 
Salmon realized $34,000: Stone got about 
$253,000. 

In commenting’ on this feature of the 
Salmon & Salmon bank dis-losures, 
John A. Gilbreath of Clinton, formerly 
a resident of St. Clair County, who as- 
sisted Gen. John B. Henderson in the 
negotiations looking towards a settle- 
ment of the famous St. Clair County 
bond case, sald: 

“The citizens of St. Clair County 
made every effort to learn how tne 
bonds issued by the County Court and 
signed by the court in the back end 
of a drug store fell into the hands of 
eastern bondholders. 

‘In consideration of issuing the bonds 
the county was to receive $250,000 in 
stock subscriptions of the Tebo and 
Neosho Railroad Co. The stock was 
never turned over to the county. 

“Tne grading done for the railroad 
amounted to nothing. The contractors 
didn't get paid for their work. Who 
got the money or what was done with it, 
after the bonds were sold, has remained 
an unfathomable mystery.” 

SENT JUDGES TO JAIL. 

Defying the mandates of the Federal 
courts, the county judges, for a period 
of 30 years, have refused to levy a tax 
on the citizens of the county to pay 
the bonds, which matured about 2 
years ago. 

Cass, Jackson, Dade and other coun- 
ties, in a similar predicament, paid the 
interest on the bonds and are now pay- 
ing off the principal. The total amount 
of St. Clair County’s indebtedness from 
the bond issue, interest and principal 
included, is more than $1,000,000. 

Every County Judge has been elect- 
ed on the platform of “‘No tax levy for 
paying off the bonds.”” The judges have 
been imprisoned again and again. Some 
of them served their entire term in jail, 
and for many years the St. Clajr County 
Court met in the woods.

FOREIGNERS ASK WHEAT} 


Speculators Are Moving Cau- 
tiously, However, and Trad- 
ing Is Slow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—The Evening 
Post in its review of the markets to- 
day, says: 

Wall Street—Loans outstanding on 
the market have, as every onée Knows, 
been vather heavily increased this 
week, partly fer stock exchange pur- 
poses, as shown by the general rise in 
prices to a higher level; partly for use 
in the large impending security flota- 
tions. 

The Wall Street money market has 
felt the expanding movement, and has 
responded to it by a higher rate. 

Today's bank statement once more; 
throws obscurity over the whole ques- 
tion. It reports a $9,300,000 decrease in 
loans of the Associated banks, which 
raises the total reduction in the four 
weeks past to the tidy sum of $68,000,000. 

But there was no report on trust, 
company balances. 

The “loan-shifting’’ expedient, as ap- 
plied this week, rather more than coun- 
terbalances a loss of $2,689,000 from the 
cash reserve subject to the slight dis- 
tortion due to the averaging ‘‘system” 
these figures of cash charges deal with 
realities as the account of loans does 
hyt, 

SURPLUS RESERVE INCREASED. 

The stock market, therefore, which 
had looked for a smaller loss, received 
the statement with some expression of 
dislike. Surplus reserves of the bdnks 
alone increased more than half a mil- 
lion dollars, tHabilities having, of 
course, been heavily cut down by the 
loan reduction. But the market has 
learned, from the past week or two, 
that just now the changes in that sur- 
plus have nw significance whatever. 

Least of all does an increase such as 
last Saturday’s mean that the money 
market's position is unimpaired.

ON CUBAN RIOTS 


Declares He Does No‘ See Jus- 
tification for Inter- 
fering. 


PRESIDENT PALMA WINS 


Liberals Admit Complete Vic 
tory of the Moderates 
in Havana. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
ef the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTUN, DVD. U., Sept. 23.—In- 
tervention in Cuban affairs by the 
United States government is thought to 
be inevitable, but it will not come at 
this time as the result of the noting at 


\fenfuegos, in which Congressman Vil- 
luendas and Chief of Folice Illance 


were killed. 

While President Roosevelt has the 
right to intervene in Cuban affairs 
when he is convinced that life, liberty 
and property are not safe, those who 
know his views declare that he will 
not consider political rioting and the 
loss of two or three lives justification 
for intervening. 


PRESIDENT PALMA’S 
PARTY VICTORIOUS. 


HAVANA, Sept. 23.—The presidential 
election in Havana passed off quietly 
and telegrams from the interior say 


there were no disorders except at Pla- 
cetas, in the province of Santa Clara, 
where many shots were fired, but no 
one was killed. 

The Liberals admit the complete vic- 
tory in Havana of th. Moderates, the 
party of President Palma. They claim 
that they did not vote because Moder- 
ate policemen stationed at the polls pre- 
vented them from doing so. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press visited a majority of the polls 
here, but at none of them noted any 
indication of restraint upon voters. Good 
order is being maintained throug! gut 
the city, and with the exception of a 
man being shot and probably fatally 
injured in a row tonight, and another 
being seriously hurt on the head by a 
rock, there has been no trouble. 

An expert of Cienfuegos, who exam- 
ined one of the bombs found in the 
Congressman Villeunda’s room declares 
it contained enough explosives to blow 
up an entire block. The Government, 
it is said, has evidence showing that 
Villuenda took 12 bombs to Cienfuegos, 
only three of which have been discov- 
ered, although Liberals have been ar- 
rested and found to have a number of 
bomb fuses. 

At Santa Clara a search has revealed 
11 bombs similar to the others found 
and also a number of rifles and some 
ammunition secreted near the city.

“The statement in one of the morn- 
ing papers that there had been issued 
by the Building Commissioner per- 
mits for .6000 houses last year, and 
that if. the same ratio kept up 
through the remaining months over 
7090 would be tissued ‘this year, is 
erroneous and very misleading,’ said 
Frank O’Bear of the Holbrook-Black- 
welder Co. yesterday, in discussing 
the building situation. “It is true that 
permits. of the number mentioned 
were issued, but these permits cov- 
ered every building, shed, fence and 
reconstruction or repairs of buildings. 

“A close study of the daily report 
of the ‘commissioner's office for a 
number of months reveals the fact 
that onlv two-thirds of.the brick per- 
mi‘s and only one-fifth of the frame 
permits are for dwellings, so that in- 
stead of 6000 houses in 1904 and 7000 
in 1905. there has been less than 7000 
in the past four years, or an average 

of about 18600 houses for the years 
1902-3-4-5. 

“With an increase in population of 
95,000 per annum, it Is no wonder that 
every real estate agent in this city is 
under the necessity of turning away 
hundreds of applicants for houses 
each week, and that many renters are 
compelled to occupy flats while wait- 
ing for a chance to get a home. There 
is a mistaken impression regarding 
the rents of houses in this city. There 
are so few des'rable houses now va- 


invest- 7 


cant that bonuses are being offered 
and received for leases, and almost 
every medium-priced house in a good 
neighborhood could be rented for 
more money if vacant today. 

NO REDUCTION IN RENTS. 


“There will be no reduction in rents, 
und house-seekers who are waiting 
for this reduction will go without 
homes. There is no reason why rents 
should be reduced, while the demand 
exceeds the supply. If the | resent 
rate of building is not increased, de- 
sirable houses will be hard to find, 
Yor the present building movement is 
tar behind the needs of the increased 
population. 

‘Ts meet the ‘knocking’ of the dis- 
gruntied renter, who poses as a mar- 
tyr because he has had to pay $40 
a month for a house which a few 
years ago, during the worst depres- 
sion ever known in real estate in this 
city, rented for $30, his attention 
should be called to a. few facts and 
conditions of the owner of real es- 
tate, giving him a look for a minute 
on the other side, 


“A house owner during the past A* 


years has been called upon by the 
authorities to pay 24 cents more 
hundred on his general taxes. He 
had to pay, in nearly all parts of the 
city, special sewer and street taxes, in 
some instances very large assessments. 
Rates of insurance have been increased | 
and repairs now cost nearly twice as 
much as they did a few years ago, 
REPAIRS COST MORE. 
“Carpenters receive 60 cents per hour. 
A few years ago they were glad to 
work for 35 cents per hour. Plaster- 
ers receive 60 cents per hour, as against 
about 40 cents, plumbers 90 cents per! 
hour, formerly 45 cents per hour. So 
that repairs are advanced in cost about 
40 per cent over a few years ago. A

1895 for $4000 will cost $6000 today. These j 


comparisons could be carried on 
through ‘all the lines of. labor and ma- 
terial. 

‘Besides all of these facts the owner 
of a house today is compelled to put in 
all modern improvements and spend 
money in decorations, etc., to-~ get a 
tenant. While it is true that rents 
have been advanced over the depressed 
times of a few years ago, compared 
with 1892 there is very little difference. 
If the people of St. Louis will only 
give opinions based on facts the Million 
Club will have no more work to do. 

‘“Brroneous statements regarding the 
condition of house rents in this city, 
sent broadeast by ignorant persons,” 
contended Mr. Qbear; “have prevented 
many families from coming to St. 
Louis, who,.under truthful statements, 
would be here today.”’

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HE Shotgun Quarantine now be- 
ing witnessed in the South is 


a peculiar growth. It is Mob 
Law and strives, as mob law 


does in other fields, to do 
what Organized Law has failed 
to do—or what the community 
fears it will fail to do. [It 
seeks by methods somewhat 
elemental, to arrest an epidemic, just as Judge 
Lynch has often sought to end the career of some 
lawless person whose continued existence was, or 
was thought to be, such a menace to the communi€y 
that the law’s delays must be forestalled. A shot- 
gun quarantine does not awaken the prejudices of 
the world as Lynch Law does, for it is Disease that 
the wrath is directed against in this case. 

The Shotgun Quarantine has run riot and advanced 
to such a degree of disorder recently in Louisiana 
that the Governor was called on by the State Board 
of Health to send the militia to bring order out of 
the, chaotic conditions. And Louisiana was an ex- 
ception only in the extent, and not in the character 
of her Shotgun Quarantines. Throughout that Sfate, 
Mississippi and Arkansas it was a general condition, 
while border towns in Texas, Indian Territory, 
Missouri, Miinois and Kentucky resorted to the 
same methods for protection. In the larger towns 
and on the railroads quarantine was maintained by 
force, just as it was in the smaller and more in- 
terior places, but it was usually Organized Law— 


the State Militia or local sheriffs and their posses— 
which carried it into effect in those places. And 
so alike are the Mob and the Law—each striving 
for the same end, but one recognized and the other 
not—that some of the happenings on the railroads 
and at points patrolled by the State Militia equal! 
from every point of view those other occurrences 
where the Dirt Road Patrol kept up its quarantine 
at the point of a shotgun. But the Shotgun Quar- 
antine is unusual, therefore most unique of the two 
forces, 

At Marshall, Tex., it was brought about in the 
most approved fashion. A mass meeting was called 
to consider Yellow Fever. 

F. H. Pendgrast, a local citizen of standing, was 
made chairman. A resolution calling for a Shotgun 
Quarantine was unanimously carried. A caf) for 
volunteers to guard every road coming into the c&y 
was made, and everybody in the room volunteered. 
More than that, Capt. Taylor offered the services of 
the Marshall Musketeers, a local military organiza- 
tion. Joseph Lake, another Marshall citizen of de- 
termination and repute, was made “Commander-in- 
Chief” of the quarantine. His staff consisted, first, 
of a hospital assistant, Dr. Hamill. An advisory 
committee made up of Mayor Caven, Banker Key 
and County Treasurer Littlejohn was appointed to 
work in connection with the Commander-in-Chief 
and his hospital assistant, these two officials being 
also ex-officio members of the committee. Guards 
were thrown out-in every direction from town and 
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Some such occurrence as this it was, perhaps, that 
led the State Board of Louisiana to call upon the 
Governor to put down the Shotgun Quarantine with 
the militia. . That. organization told Gov. Blanchard: 
as a reason for its action, that not only were mem- 
bers of the health boards and physicians being held 
up throughout the country and kept from visiting 
patients and infected districts, but that the people 
in general were suffering from the panic stricken 
condition. Country stores in remote districts of 
Louisiana and Mississippi were depleted of their 
stocks shortly after the epidemic reached its height, 
and the quarantine would not allow shipments to be 
brought in. Soon the effect began to be felt and 
famine and starvation faced many families which 
had always lived from one day to another, making 
no provision for the morrow.

outrages that shocked Cincinnati, O., dur- 

ing the last vear and a half, and ‘which have 

recently had a startling development. Five 

women murdered and more thana score at- 

tacked at night, escaping only through their 

own frantic efforts or by the unexpected 

arrival of assistance, was the record that 

had spread terror throughout the Spring 

Grove district of that city up to about the 
first of the present month. 


And when, at about that time, three 


"young women were attacked on three suc- 


cessive nights in the face of extraordinary 
police precautions, the condition of terror 
that already prevailed gave way to one of 
absolute panic. Men ordered their wives 
and daughters to stay behind locked doors 
at night. Under no circumstances were 
they to venture on the streets. And the 
women, frightened by the phenomenal cun- 
ning and bloodthirstiness of the human 
brute whose record was already appalling, 
needed no urging to persuade them to carry 
out the precautions suggested. 

The Spring Grove district became as de- 
serted after dusk as the very graveyard in 
whieh the murderer is supposed to lie in 
wait for his victims. Even the lights were 
put out in many residences when it was 
necessary for the men of the family to be 
wway after nightfall, for fear they would 
attract the murderer to the extent of break- 
‘ing down doors. Women sat in darkness, the 
ptillness of fear on their hearts, and quaked 


«ud wondered at each slightest noise. For 
- {lus scourge of their sex had shown quali- 
> ‘es of reckless boldness, murdering one 
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woman at her very door and attacking 
others under like conditions. Perhaps, their 
frightened imaginations told them, even 
walls and doors would no longer hold him 


off.

A excitement and fear throughout the sec: 
tion of Cincinnati that has been haunted 

by death, for there have been many arrests and 
none have been effective in stopping the stalking 
form of murder that hangs on the edge of Spring 
Grove Cemetery seeking to add more blood to 
his record. A maniac—a man insane with a lust 
for the blood of women and further crazed by 
his own outrages—this criminal] certainly is. None 
but a madman would do the things he has done. 
Only the superhuman cunning with which the in- 
sane are so frequently endowed when their other 
qualities are blasted could devise and carry out 
the plans that make his attacks so frequently 
fatal, and still cover up every evidence that may 
lead to his capture or indicate his personality. 

That more than one woman has walked in the 
shadow of death and heen allowed to pass un 
harmed is indicated by the fact that in no case 
has an attack been made except when assistanc: 
was improbable. And, further, except in one in- 
stance, the victims have all been of approximate 
ly the same age—all of them young—and only 
a watchful selection from among the many who 
have passed his haunts could have secured such 
a choice for the peculiar mania of the murderer. 

This indicates, also, a systematic plan and pur- 
pose, and additional evidence of this phase of the 
series of outrages is shown in the manner in which 
the five murders have been committed and the 
character of wounds inflicted on the victims. 
each case the murdered woman has struck 
with some heavy object, death usually resulting 
from that blow alone, and mutilation of the face,

crime, too, the murderer has cunningly destroyed 
all traces that would leave any indication of his 
individuality, adopting practically the same meas- 
urés each time to attain this end. All this sys- 
tematic carrying out of the workings of a mind 
bent to the lust of murder has served to add to 
the terrifying demoralization that has taken hold 
of Spring Grove. 

Mary McDonald, a domestic, 24 years old. was 
the first of the series of victims of this monster. 
She was murdered on the night of April 30, 1904. 
Following her Lulu Mueller, 19 yexurs of age, was 
killed on the night of Oct. 2, 1904.

It ap- 
pears somewhat strange, in the light of later de- 
velopments, that the death of Mary McDonald 
should at first have been attributed to accident, 
but with the evidence at hand at the time, and 
this being the first of the mysterious cases that 
have since attracted such widespread attention, 
that was probably the most plausible explanation. 
At the inquest it was shown that Miss Mcl3tn- 
eld was a domestic in the employ of Mrs. E. G. 
l'inley, 24 East Seventh street. 

“he had been visiting Mr. and Mrs. John Stag- 
nin, beyond Cumminsville, and they had accompa- 
nied her to a car on her way home. She had board- 
ed this car—bound in the direction of the spot 
where her bedy was found next morning—at about 
0:30 Saturday night. Miss McDonald’s habiis were 
good, she had few friends, was seldom away from 
her place of employment and had all those quali- 
fications that go to-make up a prized servant in 
a quiet home like that of Mrs. Finley’s. In spite 
of this character and in spite of the further fact 
that Mr. and Mrs. Stagman testified that she was 
perfectly sober and had not touched anything of an 
intoxicating nature when they put her on the car 
homeward bound, several people stated at the in- 
quest that they had seen this girl, in an uncon. 
trollably drunken condition, together with a thick. 
heavy -set man, also apparently drunk, leaning 
against a telephone pole somewhere in the neigh 
borhood of where the body was found next morn 
ing, between the hours of 1) and 12 o'clock the 
night previous. The man seemed to he support- 
ing the woman against the pole, and her eondition 
was such that he could hardly hold her up. She 
wobbled from side to side and her head fell over 
on her breast in a wholly helpless condition. The 
man, too, seemed quite drunken, but apparently Was 
in.a jocular frame of imind, for he waved his hand 
at the passing car and appeared to regard his sit- 
uation and the condition of his helpless charge as 
a good joke, 

With this testimony before it the Coroner's jury 
returned a verdict that Miss McDonald had met 
her death by being struck by a train while in an 
intoxicated condition, and the woman, who had 
borne an excellent reputation previous to that, went 
to her grave with a cloud over her. It was sup- 
posed that the drunken man. appalled at the ac- 
cident to his companion, had run away when she 
was struck by the train. What was the horror of 
those witnesses who, from the car, had seen the 
two by the side of the telephone pole, when cir- 
cumstances later developed indicated that the 
woman was already dead, that the man—her mur- 
derer—had started to carry the body to the tracks 
when the electrie car came by, and that he had 
adopted the ruse of feigning drunkenness to avoid 
discovery! 

Instead of being drunk the wéman was dead, 
and that was what had caused her head to wobble 
from side to side. ‘This theory was brought out by 
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an investigation made by a railroad man. He found, 
where the two had stood beside the telephone pole, 
indications that the man‘*had carried the woman 
from there and placed her on the track. When he 
went for a policeman and returned with him the 
tracks had been obliterated, evidently by the use 
of a heavy, flat stone. 

It was then that the theory of murder began to 
receive credence. The body on the railroad track 
had evidently been lying so that a train on either 
road would strike it. This was shown by the 
blood on the two inside rails.. The train which had 
cut off the woman’s leg had not struck her head, 
and still her head was crushed and mutilated. 
Further than this, the place where the woman had 
first been struck down was found, and its proxim- 
itv fo the Spring Grove Cemetery accounted for 
her incoherent remarks about “somebody on the 


tomb.” 

Miss McDonald’s murder was put down as one 
of those mysterious affairs that are unaccountable, 
and it was soon forgotten. But it was recalled 
when, on the morning of Oct. 3, the body of Lulu 
Mueller, 19 years old, was found near the same 
spot where the McDonald girl’s body had 
been found in April. Miss Mueller’s head was 
crushed and her face mutilated in a manner almost 
exactly alike that of the first victim. Her nose 
was fractured, her scalp was torn open in a long 
rag?21 wound and there were other marks of ma- 
licious mutilation. 

A remarkable fact about. this case was that six 
of the girl’s front teeth had been broken out and 
were missing. They were never found, and it is 
supposed that the murderer carried them away as 
a horrible souvenir of his night's work. The girl 
had been struck in the back and left side of the 


head and her skull fractured. Investigation

Another phase of the situation which developed 
with the murder of Alma Steinweg was that the 
murderer had perpetrated a number of minor at- 
tacks which had not proved fatal. The victims and 
their families, in these instances, had kept the mat- 
ter quiet. 


fiend had exercised the greatest cunning in covering 
his tracks and all effort to capture him was use- 
less. He had been seen by a number of those he 
had attacked, but in no instance could a better de- 
scription of him be given than the indefinite one of 
the man who had been seen by the passengers in the 
electric car holding the dead body of Miss Me- 
Donald on the night of her murder. He was “short 
and heavy set, and wore a slouch hat.” That was 
all, and it might fit a hundred men in that very 
community.

March 3, 1905, the body of an unidentified girl 
was found in the neighborhood that. had been the 
scene of the three other crimes. From the manner 
in which she had been killed it was apparent that 
she was another vietim of the fiend. The girl, about 
22 years of age, was never identified. 


Then, on the night of June 10, 1905, the man sud: ~ 


denly changed his taetics. He approached the house 
of Mrs. Reichert, who lived alone, in the vi>inity of 
the Spring Grove Cemetery, and attracted her te 
the door by some means. There he killed her: Her 
skull was fractured, evidently by a blow from @ 
club, and her face mutilated as in te instance of the 
younger women who had preceded her as victims 
of this strange assailant. In the meantime and 
since the murder of Mrs. Reichert, there have been 
numerous assaults on women who have escaped 
from the murderer of their own efforts, have 
screamed and attracted assistance or where the 
man has been forced to leave his victim alive be- 
cause of the unexpected arrival of assistance. Al- 
together between twenty and twenty-five women 
have been attacked, besides those who were K.lled. 

Elsie McGrath, 17 years old, who was attacked on 
the night of Aug. 24, 1905, was terribly injured. 
Her assailant sprang on her in the darkness, grab- 
bing her by the throat. She fought to get away, 
but was unable to do so and became unconscious, 
Evidently some one approached and frightened the 
murderer away, but failed to discover the body of 
the girl, for she lay on the ground until the follows 
ing morning, when she was found almost dead. The 
police turned out, as they have in all the recent 
assault or murder cases, and sought to get some 
new clew. They were unable to do so. 

On the night following the assault on Miss Me 
Grath, Mrs. John Bruns was attacked in almost ex- 
actly the same spot, Mrs, Bruns fought the man 
off and broke away from him.

Great Western Railway, anxious to find access for 
their traffic to the city, came forward with a hand- 
some contribution of $1,000,000; the city corpora- 
tion, not to be outdone in public spirit, provided an 
equal amount, and the work of Loriny began.

It was to be daylight shoot, and 
while it rained there was no chance to hang up the 
targets, for they would have been destroyed shortl) 
by water. Hoping that conditions would become 
more favorable the club waited until about 5 o’clock 
in the evening. Then they shot, but it was grow- 
ing dark and conditions were bad generally. In 
addition to this, the contest was new to Mrs. Cross- 
man and it was not thought that she did as well 
as she could have done under more favorable cir 
cumstances. In the face of all unfavorable condi- 
tions, however, her score was 390 out of a possibie 
500. 

Contests are held all over the United States by 
local clubs during early September, and the targets 
forwarded to the National Secretary. From the» 
he makes up the records, the best one being award- 
ed the championship.

many good.scores in the regular contests of the 
clubs to which she belongs in St. Louis, and takes 
part in these contests whenever it is at all possible 
for her to do so. Her husband is Governor of the 
United States Revolver Association for Missouri 
and is one of the most enthusiastic members of the 
association, as well as one of the best shots. 

Just at present Mr. and Mrs. Crossman are in 
Old Mexico hunting big game. Mrs. Crossman is 
an accomplished horsewoman as well as a gcod shot, 
and when it comes to game that is really worth 
while she is tireless in its pursuit. The intention 
of the St. Louis couple when they left here was to 
determine on the best hunting locality in Mexico 
after they had come to the border and then secure 
horses and camp equipment and get to it as soon 
as possible. 

Guns they took with them from St. Louis. Bear, 
leer, turkey and game of that kind is what Mr. 
Crossman and his wife are looking for, and they 
will probably go into the Sierra Madre Mountains— 
where Mr. Andre Roosevelt, the St. Louis cousin 
of the President, says is the greatest resort of wild 
game on the American continent. 


The Crossman collection of revolvers and pistols 
is an unusually fine one. It consists of between 
fifteen and twenty weapons, several being dupli- 
cated and in some instances three of a kind being 
the property of the St. Louis enthusiasts. The 
first one on the list—the Colt 45 New Service—was 
made especially on Mr. Crossman’s order, the reg- 
ulation Colt of that caliber not carrying as heavy 
a charge as Mr. and Mrs. Crossman thought desira- 
ble. The couple are very much attached to their 
revolver and pistol coliection and nothing like 
the price they have paid for them—and that: is a 
gocdiy sum—would buy the weapons.

mannish goods in plain or mixed suitings, such 
as serge of cheviot, The demi-tailored assumes 
more importance than the plain suit. and the 
newest models are noted for many special anil 
striking features. The skirts are’ in the all-round 
length and are to be worn with.a waist in the 
same color as the skirt and coat, ‘but of different 
material. The coats come in several lengths and 
include the graceful Empire styles and the ever- 
popular Eton jackets. The changes in the Eton 
jackets, though trivial, are nevertheless noticeable 
and are found in the shaping and the trimming. 
The adjustment is closer than those of the seasons 
past, and some barely reach the waistline te make 
provision for the deep and fashionable gird'e, which

Gold is freely used in gold tissues, braids and 
tinsel, as well as passementerie, in Persian effects. 
Buttons are both large and small, and the black 
crochet buttons will be very much used in the 
form of decoration. Enameled, steel, gold and silver 
buttons are seen. The gold and dull silver buttons
